No-Call List Stuck in Limbo 


WASHINGTON I With remarkable speed and 
near unanimity, Congress on Thursday passed 
legislation intended to ensure consumers can 
block unwanted telemarketing calls. 

But whether the service millions of 
Americans signed up for takes effect next 
week was thrown into doubt when a second 
federal court judge ruled the list violates free 
speech protections. 

U.S. District Judge Edward Nottingham 


in Denver blocked the list late Thursday, 
handing another victory to telemarketers 
who argued the registry is unconstitutional 
and will devastate business. 

His decision came shortly after Congress 
voted for a bill making clear that the Federal 
Trade Commission has the power to enforce 
the “do-not-call” list. 

For the bill to move forward, the FTC now 
must win an appeal in court, (ap) 


Wolfowitz: 
Troops in 
Iraq to ’05 

Pentagon establishes first 
R&R plan sinee Vietnam 

WASHINGTON I Deputy Defense Secretary 
Paul Wolfowitz said Thursday that “signif- 
icant forces” from the United States prob- 
ably will remain in Iraq through the end of 
next year. 

Pressed by House Democrats about wheth- 
er the administration planned to withdraw 
U.S. troops right before the 2004 presidential 
election, Wolfowitz assured them that deci- 
sions were being made on national security, 
not political grounds. 

Wolfowitz said that 
doesn’t mean that “we’re 
not trying to, in fact, get 
more Iraqis on the front 
lines, get them dying for 
their country so fewer 
Americans have to.” 

While he declined to 
estimate how long troops would have to 
remain, Wolfowitz said “certainly no one 
I know believes that we are not going to be 
in Iraq with significant forces right through 
the end of next year.” 

In another development indicating the 
military’s intent to stay in Iraq, tens of thou- 
sands of U.S. soldiers are expected to get 
15 -day vacations, under the first large-scale 
R&R program since Vietnam. 

The first 270 troops were flown out of 
the region Thursday en route to two loca- 
tions: Baltimore and Rhein Main Air Base 
in Germany, (ap)

Clark, Dean Hot 
Topics in Debate 


NEW YORK I Howard Dean par- 
ried persistent criticism from his 
rivals over Medicare and tax cuts 
on Thursday in a presidential cam- 
paign debate that marked retired 
Gen. Wesley Clark’s debut as a 
Bush-bashing Democrat. 

“We’ve got a man who reck- 
lessly cut taxes. We’ve got a man 
who recklessly took us into war 
with Iraq,” Clark said, confronted 
with favorable comments he made 
about the Republican president as 
recently as 2001. 

For the most part, Clark’s rivals 
avoided criticizing him through- 


out the two -hour debate. However, 
Dean, who has surged in the polls 
and campaign fund raising in 
recent months, was the preferred 
target. 

Sen. John Kerry of Massachu- 
setts criticized Dean for favoring 
a repeal of all of Bush’s tax cuts to 
finance health care expansion and 
other programs. 

Dean countered: “This is exactly 
why the budget is so far out of bal- 
ance. Washington politicians prom- 
ising everything,” he said. “We can- 
not win as Democrats” that way, he

U.S. Moves to Expedite 
Hearing on Moussaoui 


ALEXANDRIA, VA. | Prosccutors have 
agreed with Zacarias Moussaoui’s 
lawyers that all charges against 
the terrorism defendant should be 
dismissed — but only to hasten an 
appeal that challenges his right to 
question al Qaeda prisoners. 

In a written motion made pub- 
lic Thursday, the government also 
asked U.S. District Judge Leonie 
Brinkema to issue a stay, an order 
that would keep the charges in place 
during the appeal. 

Prosecutors want an appellate 
court to overrule two of Brinkema’s 


orders that gave Moussaoui the right 
to question three captives who, he 
says, could testily he was not involved 
in the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks. 

A panel of the 4th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Richmond, Va., 
has heard oral arguments on one of 
the orders allowing Moussaoui to 
question enemy combatants but said 
it would rule only after Brinkema 
punished the government for defy- 
ing her orders. 

Testimony by the witnesses 
would damage national security, the

LOS ANGELES | Two leading 
California Republicans have 
thrown their support behind Arnold 
Schwarzenegger in California’s 
gubernatorial recall, a day after 
the political novice held his own 
in a barb -filled debate. 

Former gubernatorial can- 
didate Bill Simon announced 
Thursday that he was endorsing 
Schwarzenegger, and Rep. Darrell 
Issa, who bankrolled the drive to get 
the recall on the ballot, planned to 
do the same at an appearance with 
the actor Friday, a GOP source said. 

The endorsements provide a key 
boost to Schwarzenegger’s candi- 
dacy with only a week and a half 
remaining until Election Day. 


Word of the endorsements comes 
a day after a debate that was filled 
with shouting, insults and wise- 
cracks among the five leading 
candidates seeking to replace Gov. 


Gray Davis. The debate frequently 
turned rowdy, and candidates rou- 
tinely jumped on top of each other’s 
answers and shouted to be heard.

LAWNDALE, N.C. | An eighth-grad- 
er fired two shots inside a middle 
school Thursday morning, but no 
one was injured and the boy was 
quickly taken into custody by a sher- 
iff’s deputy working at the school. 

Justin Daniel Earwood, 13, was 
charged with felony possession of a 
firearm on school property. In his 
first appearance in district court 
later Thursday, he was silent as his 
parents stood behind him. He did 
not enter a plea. 


The student fired a 9nim hand- 
gun inside Burns Middle School 
at about 8 a.m., Cleveland County 
schools spokeswoman Donna 
Carpenter said. 

Cleveland County Deputy Tim 
Russ, who is assigned to the school, 
told the boy to drop the weapon. 
When he refused, Russ “basically 
tackled the student and took the 
weapon away from him,” Carpenter 
said. It is not clear whether the stu- 
dent was firing at anyone, (ap) 


Judge Who Sided With Telemarketers Bombarded by Calls 


OKLAHOMA CITY | U.S. District 
Judge Lee R. West’s telephone 
has not stopped ringing since he 
sided with telemarketers seeking 
to block a popular national do- 
not-call list. 

Egged on by talk show hosts 
and angry Web sites that listed 
the judge’s numbers, people have 
flooded West’s office and home with 
calls and faxes, apparently trying to 
show him why they wanted to ban 
unsolicited sales calls. 

“They are just calling to tie up 
our lines,” said Rick Wade, opera- 
tions manager at the district clerk’s 
office. “They just keep calling to 


harass us, like the telemarketers 
harass them, I guess.” 

The phones at the federal court- 
house were jammed Thursday 
morning and voicemail boxes 
were stuffed with messages blast- 
ing West’s ruling that the Federal 
Trade Commission lacked authority 
to create and operate the registry. 

West’s home and office tele- 
phone numbers were posted on 
the Internet, and consumers angry 
with the ruling were encouraged 
to call. 

Calls by The Associated Press to 
West’s home seeking comment were 
blocked by busy signals, (ap) 


BACK ON TRACK

Iraqi Council Member Dies 


Succumbs to injuries 
she sustained in an 
ambush last week 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A leading figure 
in Iraq’s Governing Council died 
Thursday of wounds suffered in an 
ambush last week. 

Al-Hashimi, one of three women 
on the 25 -member Governing 
Council and the leading candidate 
to become Iraq’s ambassador to the 
United Nations, died in a US. mili- 
tary hospital five days after being 
ambushed by six men in a pickup 
truck near her Baghdad home. 


It was the first attack on a mem- 
ber of the ruling council since it was 
appointed in July by the US. admin- 
istrator for Iraq, L. Paul Bremer. 

Al-Hashimi, 50, served in the 
Foreign Ministry during Saddam 
Hussein’s regime. She was the 
only official of the ousted regime 
appointed to the new leadership. 
The current council president, 
Ahmad Chalabi, blamed the attack 
on Saddam loyalists; no arrests have 
been made, robert h. reid (ap)

LONDON I Prime Minister Tony 
Blair’s government drove a weap- 
ons expert to commit suicide as it 
battled to restore its credibility over 
the war in Iraq, a lawyer for the sci- 
entist’s family said Thursday. 

But in closing arguments to 
a judicial inquiry, the govern- 
ment insisted it had every right 
to publicly name David Kelly, who 
was identified as the source of a 
British Broadcasting Corp. report 
that accused Blair’s office of exag- 
gerating the threat posed by Iraq’s 
weapons. 

The government’s pitched battle 
with the BBC and Kelly’s apparent 
suicide sparked the biggest crisis of 
Blair’s six years in office and put the 
government’s disputed case for war 
in Iraq under intense scrutiny. 

The judgment of Lord Hutton, 
the appeals judge who conducted 
the inquiry, is expected in late 
November or December, and could 
cost jobs within the government and

More Enriched Uranium Found in Iran 


VIENNA, AUSTRIA I U.N. atomic 
experts have found traces of weap- 
ons-grade uranium at a second site 
in Iran, diplomats said Thursday. 
The development heightened inter- 
national concerns about the nature 
of Tehran’s nuclear activities. 

The diplomats said minute quan- 
tities of the substance were found 
by the International Atomic Energy 
Agency at the Kalay-e Electric Co., 
just west of Tehran. They did not 


specify where at the site the ura- 
nium was found. 

Earlier this year, U.N. inspec- 
tors found weapons-grade highly 
enriched uranium particles at a 
plant in Natanz that is supposed 
to produce only a lower grade for 
energy purposes. 

Iran’s Atomic Energy Organi- 
zation said it had been informed of 
the new discovery and was evaluat- 
ing the report, george jahn (ap)

USS Cole Bomb 
Suspect Found, 
Arrested in Yemen 

SANA’A, YEMEN I Police have arrested 
one of 10 suspected al Qaeda mil- 
itants who escaped from impris- 
onment in Yemen for the terrorist 
bombing of the USS Cole, an offi- 
cer said Thursday. 

The officer said the fugitive 
was taken into custody Tuesday 
in Aden, the port city where he 
had been detained in connection 
with the 2000 suicide bombing of 
the warship, which killed 17 U.S. 
sailors. 

The United States has blamed 
the USS Cole attack on the al 
Qaeda terror group led by Osama 
bin Laden, who is of Yemeni origin. 
Two bombers detonated explosives 
while their small boat was alongside 
the destroyer as it refueled, (ap)

7.8 Quake Hits Hokkaido 

A strong quake with a prelimi- 
nary magnitude of 7.8 rocked the 
northern island of Hokkaido early 
Friday morning, knocking out 
power, reportedly derailing a train 
and touching off an industrial fire. 
At least 120 people were reported 
injured. The government warned 
residents to avoid coastal areas 
due to the possibility of tsunami,

The 
team settled for field goals both 
times. 

While Samuels’ miscues were 
physical, Jansen’s were mental.

He committed three false starts

“It doesn’t matter if you are a star 
guy or the last guy on the roster, we 
expect everyone to go out and play 
well,” Jansen said.

Days of Chianti and Roses 


Diane Lane shines in a predictable but pretty 
travelogue for the armchair romantic 


FILM I “Life offers you a thousand 
chances,” says the tagline for “Under 
the Tuscan Sun.” “All you have to do 
is take one.” 

If this sounds like something 
from a romance novel or TV movie, 
it is. The film is both of those with 
a touch of travelogue thrown in. 
Fortunately, it has one undeniable 
attribute: Diane Lane. 

It would be hard not to fall 
under Lane’s spell. Not just because 
she’s beautiful, but because she 
never strikes a false note emotion- 
ally, registering every emotion her 
character is feeling purely and sim- 


ply on her face. 

Frances Mayes is a San 
Francisco -based writer who, with 
her husband, bought and renovated 
a 300 -year-old villa in the Tuscan 
town of Cortona. 

In the film, Frances finds out her 
husband has been cheating on her. 
Her friends offer her a trip to Italy 
as a salve for a broken heart. 

Wandering through the streets 
with her travelmates, she spies a 
villa for sale in a real estate agency 
window. Minutes later, the bus hap- 
pens to pass that very same villa. 
Before you can say “impulse pur- 


chase,” Frances has jumped the bus 
and bought the house without so 
much as glancing into the rooms. 

Frances melts into the commu- 
nity, striking up friendships with 
her real- estate agent, her neighbors 
and Katherine (Lindsay Duncan), 
a middle-aged British woman who 
wears flamboyant hats. She begins 
to cook beautiful meals. 

At this point, the cynical among 
us might think, wait — is it real- 
ly possible to buy a house in, like, 
five minutes? Is everyone in Italy 
nice? And where are all the smok- 
ers, anyway? 


Frances lacks for nothing except 
male companionship, which she 
finds in a dashingly handsome man 
she meets on the streets of Rome. 
The plot moves swiftly from there, 
with Frances reaching the inevita- 
ble personal insights and director 
Audrey Wells tying it all together 
at the last moment. 

The film does show Tuscany in 
all its sun-drenched glory, but if 
it were called “On a Dark Boring 
Street” rather than “Under the 
Tuscan Sun,” Diane Lane could

When a real estate agent (Harvey 
Fierstein) shows them a handsome 
Victorian duplex on a picture-book 
street at a price they can barely 
afford, they take the plunge. 

Naturally, the deal proves too

Slowly but surely, Eileen Essell’s 
Mrs. Connelly emerges as not only 
shamelessly manipulative but 
incredibly devious, defeating the 
couple’s polite quest for peace and 
quiet at every turn.

M U S I C I At this point, it’s hard to be 
surprised by OutKast. 

We already know that they’re the 
new Parliament-Funkadelic. That 
Big Boi is the gangster-pimp and 
Andre 3000 the vegan-freakaholic. 
That they love to experiment. And 
that no matter how far apart they 
may stray on this double CD (each is 
a solo album), the duo insists they’ll 
never break up. 

Still, if you thought you’d heard it 
all from Dre — who’s been known to 
perform wearing only a Technicolor 
raccoon-tail cape and BVDs — lis- 
ten to “The Love Below.” For one 
thing, he raps on only two of the 20 
tracks, and the crooning numbers

Jack Black’s ABCs 
of head-banging for 
underage rock stars 

PERSONALITY I Ignoring the old 
show-business dictum to never 
work with kids or animals, come- 
dian Jack Black actually wanted to 
do a kid- oriented comedy. “I knew 
that I had a sense of humor that 
is kind of stuck in adolescence — 
even though it’s rated R,” said the 
California-born actor. 

The 34 -year- old is hoping that 
kids (and everyone else) will relate 
to his latest effort, “The School of 
Rock,” a music-filled film combin- 
ing his real-life passions of rock ’n’ 
roll and comedy. 

Black plays Dewey Finn, a gui- 
tarist with a penchant for lengthy 
solos and stage diving. His band- 
mates don’t appreciate his glory- 
hogging antics and give him the 
boot. Desperate for money, Finn 
starts substitute teaching at a 
tony prep school. 

Instead of teaching the three 
R’s to his uniformed fifth-grade 
overachievers, he decides to 
impart his knowledge of The Who, 
Led Zeppelin, AC/DC and other 
grandmasters of rock. He covertly 
turns the room’s classically trained 
musicians into his own self-styled 
rock band. 

Black says 13 -year- old Robert 
Tsai was probably the most talented 


musician of the group. “He’s per- 
formed Mozart concertos in front 
of thousands in concert halls. I tried 
to turn him to the dark side ... but 
it’s too late for him,” the actor said 
with a sigh. 

Black’s own rock education came 
later in life. He didn’t switch from 
air guitar to the real thing until he 
was 23.

The lack of affordable, nice one- 
bedroom apartments in this area 
has me between a rock and a hard 
place. What is a single person to 
do? Is there anyway to cop a deal 
with a rental office to lower the 
price on an apartment instead of 
just accepting the listed price? 


This is an increasingly common 
question. My advice is to look for 
individually owned places, such as 
condos or small apartment build- 
ings. There are still landlords out 
there who would rather have good 
tenants than gouge people for rent. 
Depending on the landlord, either in 
an individually owned unit or in a 
big building, negotiating is possible. 
Just tread lightly and be prepared 
to walk away if you ask for lower 
rent or other concessions. 

Can potential landlords require 
a married couple to pay a double 
application fee? 

They can indeed charge applica- 
tion fees on a per person basis. Many 
companies are doing this.

Keep Winter in Its Place 

Summer heat and moisture took a toll on your house. To prevent winter weather 
from exploiting your home’s vulnerabilities, get repairs done sooner, rather than 
later. Some tips for winter-proofing your home from the top down: 


DO LOOK UP: Most roof dam- 
age is caused by poor attic ventila- 
tion. Daytime attic temperatures can 
spikeabove 140F. Trapped humidi- 
ty and stifling heat effectively “cook” 
shingles, plywood and supporttim- 
bers. One solution is easily installed 
power roof ventilators from $39 to $99. 
High temperatures trigger the venti- 
lators automatically. Replace warped 
and cracked shingles before icy tem- 
peratures force frozen water through 
cracksand under shingles. 

^ NO DRAIN, NO GAIN; Severe 
Weather Gutter systems, about $1 .60 
per running foot, prevent accumula- 
tion of debrisand can handle upto 
several inches of rain per hour.

Chinese culture clash 
pits tradition against 
sanitary alternative 

CULTURE I With a look of intense 
concentration on his face, 21- 
month-old Zhang Xueyang 
explores the playground, ducking 
under swings and slides as fast as 
his legs can carry him. 

His head is shaved. His red- 
and-yellow T-shirt proclaims “Cute 
Girl!” His loose, white- cotton shorts 
are grimy with dirt. Suddenly, he 
stops in mid- stride and squats, the 
seam of his pants parting smoothly 
to allow a stream of urine to pool 
onto the concrete. 

“Good boy!” his 25-year-old 
mother, Wu Chunhua, shouts 
encouragingly as he speeds back 
to play. 

The startlingly revealing “kai- 
dangku” (literally “open -crotch 
pants”) have made such posteri- 
or peek-a-boo a common sight in 
China for decades — rain, shine or, 
in a specially padded form, snow. 

The principle is clear: no -fuss 
waste disposal. They’re split down 
the middle — in front and back — 
and provide what many parents say 
is maximum convenience with min- 
imum coverage. 

But in recent years, with China’s 
experiment in capitalism creating 
a growing middle class, rising 
incomes and more sophisticated 
lifestyles have pushed many par- 
ents, particularly those in big cities, 
toward disposable diapers. 

While the origins of the slit pants

are murky, they have been around 
at least since the establishment of 
communist China in 1949. 

But in Beijing these days, bare 
baby bottoms are an increasingly 
rare sight — even on hot summer 
afternoons, when kaidangku were 
almost a uniform for toddlers. 

“They’re so uncivilized,” says 
Su Shaojuan, a cashier from the 
southern city of Guangzhou who 
has a 214-year-old son. “People 
nowadays have more money, so 
they use diapers. It’s more conve- 
nient and healthier for the child 
and parents.” 

Part of it is undoubtedly pure- 
ly hygienic, a byproduct of the 
Chinese government’s yearslong 
effort to spruce up its urban areas 
and, it says, steer people away from 
unclean practices. 

Many cities have outlawed indis- 
criminate garbage dumping, public 
urination by adults and street spit- 
ting. And a country that’s inviting 
the world in for the Olympics in 
2008 hardly wants visitors to see 
public spaces used as toilets. 

Zhao Zhongxin, a professor 
at Beijing Normal University’s 
Education Science Research 
Institute, goes even further: The 
split pants, he says, have become 
a social indicator of sorts. 

“Children in the cities do not 
wear kaidangku anymore. But 
children in the countryside still 
do,” Zhao says. “This is the differ- 
ence between the minds and liv- 
ing conditions of rural people and 
urban people.” 

“In the past, people did not have 


a strong sense of hygiene,” he says. 
“Now parents are usually very busy 
and do not have time to help the 
children to relieve themselves.” 

Diaper sales have risen sharply in 
China in recent years, says Yvonne 
Pei, a Guangzhou-based spokes- 
woman for Procter & Gamble. 

Pei says sales of Pampers have 
grown by 50 percent every year 
since 1999. The two main reasons 
she cites: “Economic development 
and education level.” 

At a supermarket in Beijing, 
hundreds of diaper packages are 
piled high in one aisle. Prices range 
from about $1.80 for a package of 
20, to $12 for 60. 

Yu Min, who has a 2 -month- old 
daughter, sees the benefits of both 
— convenience vs. cost. “But I use 
mostly diapers for convenience,” says 
the 32 -year- old from the southern 
coastal city of Xiamen.

At the New Mommy Post- 
Delivery Care Center in Beijing, 
new mothers are advised to use 
diapers, says Zhang Yue, head 
nurse of the facility. 

“They’re cleaner, healthier and 
disposable,” Zhang says. More than 
90 percent of the mothers use dia- 
pers, she said. 

But Wu, whose son was playing 
at the park, is unconvinced. 

“Even if people don’t think it 
looks good, that’s a minority opin- 
ion,” she says. “This is a Chinese 
tradition.” audra ang (ap) 


Librarians Edge Google in Research Study 


TECHNOLOGY I Got a question? 
Cornell University reference librar- 
ians say they do slightly better get- 
ting answers than researchers for 
Google’s pay service. 

The university compared its 
free e-mail reference service with 
Google Answers, a research service 
created by operators of the popu- 
lar search engine. For fees starting 


at $2.50, Google users can submit 
questions to a pool of more than 500 
freelance researchers. Google says 
someone can usually answer ques- 
tions within 24 hours. 

In the Cornell study, 24 ques- 
tions — ranging from the population 
of Afghanistan (about 26 million) 
to where Geoffrey Chaucer died 
(London) — were submitted to ref- 


erence staff at the Ithaca University 
and to Google Answers. University 
librarians graded the responses 
without knowing which team had 
submitted them. 

The study found librarians faring 
better overall, but by such a small 
margin that researchers said there 
was no clear winner. 

Authors cautioned that their 


small study, published in the June 
issue of D -Lib Magazine, was more 
exploratory than scientific. But they 
said it provided potential lessons 
about how the commercial sector 
handles reference services. 

Susan Wojcicki, director of prod- 
uct management for Google, said 
the company was flattered by the 
study. (AP)
